Suit is Filed 
The complaint states that Mrs. 
Strauss came to Fullerton in 1934 
to care for her uncle, who was 
past 70 years of age. 
They agreed 
that 
in 
return 
for 
her 
care 
he would make her his heir. 
A 
trust for her benefit was therefore 
executed in 1935. 
A few months 
later, a former housekeeper, Ijona 
M. Brady, sued Almes for alleged 
unpaid compensation. Subsequent­ 
ly, states Aimes, his niece told him 
that Mrs. Brady intended to sue 
him as his common-law wife and 
would get half of his property. 
Believing this 
and 
thoroughly 
alarmed, according to the com­ 
plaint, Almes revoked the trust and 
conveyed the property outright to 
his 
niece, 
so the other woman 
couldn’t get it. 
She died last January l l and 
her son. Truman, of Washington, 
Pa.; was executor of her will. Still 
thinking he had avoided losing half 
of his property, Almes states that 
he entered an agreement with T ru­ 
man Strauss by which he had use 
of the home and furnishings and 
received $60 per month from the 
niece's estate. 
Afterward, he alleges, he learn­

conquest of Genghis Khan.

the I hi na Sea to the Danube, he 
made Najioleon.

pikers. 
He 
understood 
frightful­ 
ness. He marked the 
m ilestones 
of hi# progress with great pyra­ 
mids of skulls as a caution to til* 
vanquished not to start anything 
when his back was turned. That 
was spectacular. It required 
th* 
slaughter of a few score thousand. 
But today we out-G enghls Geng­ 
his on 
a m ass production basis. 
By depriving German liable* 
and 
their mothers of various vitamin* 
we murdered millions in 1913 and 
thus we won the war. 
Don't let’s lay our souls to any 
flattering unction of our humanity. 
We understand war. 
Hindenburg 
said so. The Americ an soldier is as 
deadly as any. He can sack a city, 
shoot a prisoner,
